c. Color copies of membership cards from 
1952 to 1970. (All are signed by the president of 
each year) 

d. Color copies of various life membership 
badges and cards 

e. Color copies of all CWNA medals, includ¬ 
ing the ’iesher like" used for various purposes 
through the years and some of the history of the de¬ 


velopment and/or some background of each issue. 
The items still in work are: 

a. info on various major shows held by 
CWNA through the years, including copies of fly¬ 
ers, ribbons, etc. 

b. A compilation of selected "bits" of infor¬ 
mation, notes, etc. in an effort to give some general 
idea of the various events, opinions, persons in the 
past 50 years. 

These items will be scanned from originals 
without retyping, as 1 think this would give more 
of a "historical" feeling to the material as well as

Fair. It will be open only to members of the partici¬ 
pating clubs and their guests. 

The purpose is to encourage members to 
share by bringing items to the Fair for show', tell, 
buy, sell, trade, and to share knowledge of numismat¬ 
ics. It will be a hybrid Coin Show and coin club meet¬ 
ing. Members will be very strongly encouraged to 
bring items to the Fair to sell. 


This report is an open-forum for all who 
might be involved. Readers are invited and encour¬ 
aged to join in the discussion by mail, telephone, and 
e-mail. 


Clubs invited to participate will be Cheyenne, 
Ft. Collins, Greeley, Front Range, Northside, Den¬ 
ver, South Suburban and CWNA. If the show is suc¬ 
cessful this will be broadened. (This has been ex¬ 
tended by request to include the Colorado Springs 
clubs, the Arkansas Valley club, and the Pueblo 
club.) 

It is roughly estimated there are 300 to 350 members 
(with duplications). Mostly likely 100 to 150 active 
members. 

The show will be a better than average show 
in that the average attendee is likely to be a much 
more serious 

collector than a person attending an open Coin Show. 
Show to be held Saturday, January 25,2003 


at the Elk's Lodge in Longmont, Colorado where the 
Front Range Coin Club meets. A conflict with a show 
in Houston has been noted, and February 1, 2003, is 
being considered as the better Saturday date. 

Steve Patterson will reserve the Jan 25th date 
and the Feb. 1 date, at the Elk's Lodge. 

Times will be 10 am to 2 pm for the general 
event to be followed by a called Auction from to 4 pm. 

Auctions: There will be two auctions. A si¬ 
lent auction during the general show followed by a 
called auction to end the event. 

There will be 5% sellers fee at both auctions. 
The Silent Auction has a limit of 10 lots per person 
with a 100 lot total limit. The Called Auction will 
have a 5 lot limit per person, 100 lot total limit. Each 
lot must have a $5 minimum retail value. Both auc¬ 
tions are first come first serve availability with con¬ 
trol of the auction lot submission through each club.. 

Tables: Forty tables will be available; twenty 
tables for dealers and twenty tables for non-dealer 
members. Dealer tables are limited to save remaining 
tables for member use. {{Could each club reserve a 
half-table space for signing up new members, hand¬ 
ing out program information, etc.? Editor}} 

Twenty tables will be for member use in 
half-table (4 ft space) increments. Forty spaces avail¬ 
able. A member may reserve a half table on a fir¬ 
st-come, first-seiwe basis free of charge. Ta ble spaces 
will have a name tag. Members need not have a table 
space. They may attend at-large. Some member ta¬ 
bles will probably become available during the event, 
since w e expect many will not use their table for the 
entire four hours. 

Dealers may purchase tables for S30 for one 
table or S50 for tw o tables. Two table limit for deal¬ 
ers (maximum); first-come, first-seiwe. Only dealers 
who are members of the participating clubs may reg¬ 
ister. A Dealer is defined as anyone who claims their 
coin activity for tax purposes. 

{{Hello Everyone, A follow up thought 
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regarding Dealer Tables. It occurs to me that since 
we plan on limiting the dealers to 20 tables we 
should seriously consider limiting them to one table 
each, then they could get a second table on fir¬ 
st-come, first-serve basis, if any are left over. 

1 would prefer to see 20 dealers rather than 10 
dealers. It increases the selection and opens the Fair 
to more dealers.

Attendance: 

Members of participating clubs will be in¬ 
vited to attend by their club. Members may bring a 
guest free of charge. Members are encouraged to use 
this for membership recruitment. 

Attendance fee w ill be $1 for pre-registered 
members and S2 at the door. There will be no adver¬ 
tising for this event outside of participating clubs and 
their meetings or newsletters. Anyone seeking en¬ 
trance must be a member or a guest of a member; 
everyone else will be turned away. Everyone will be 
issued a name tag upon entrance- no exception. The 
name tags will state the name, club membership, and 
the person’s top three areas of numismatic interest. 
This will be the perfect setting for finding persons 
with similar collecting interests. 

Exhibits: 

We will request display case loans from the 
CWNA for exhibits. Members will be invited to 
bring an exhibit for showing. If the coin fair becomes 
a repeating event, then exhibits could be judged for 
quality and awarded prizes. 

Chuck Wishon will contact Gail Baker, Di¬ 
rector of Education for the A.N.A., for ANA repre¬ 


sentation and for an ANA exhibit. The US Mint will 
be invited to set up a table. Steve Patterson will make 
the request to Guillermo Hernandez, director of 
public relations for the Mint. 

Study: 

For those interested, microscopes will be 
available for examining coins. Members will be re¬ 
quested to bring numismatic reference materials to 
share with fellow members. 

Coin Grading might be provided by Len Al¬ 
brecht or Will Rossman. Members will probably be 
charged a nominal fee ($1 to S2) for coins graded. 
Len and Will might accept one table each in lieu of 
grading fees. (Note: they have been asked.) 

Coin Fair Newsletter: 

A newsletter will state event activities and 
general information. The newsletter will provide 
space for Dealers to advertise their business card or 
camera-ready ad of same size. For those who 
pre-register there will be a list of member names in 
the newsletter with their areas of interest. If a person 
has requested a table, then their table number will be 
specified in the newsletter. 

A master copy of the newsletter will be pro¬ 
vided to each coin club.
